BRIGHTER OUTLOOK; 
OLD ORDER CHANGING. 


American people should not be shap- 
ed by the narcotic of idleness, we 
undertook to substitute work for a 


Today, the outlook is clearer, and 
even though we. have not found final 
solution for many of the by-products 
of depression, some old and some 
new, as they affect unemployment, 
nevertheless it is not the spirit of 
America to shrink before a plain 
necessity. As the burden lifts, the 
federal government can and _ will 
greatly divest itself of its emergeficy 
responsibility but, at the same time, 
it eannot ignore the imperfections of 
the old order. 

In the same broad field a changing 
civilization has raised new problems 
with respect to the relationship be- 
tween the employer and the employ- 
ed. It is now beyond partisan con- 
troversy that it is a fundamentally 
individual right of a worker to as- 
sociate himself with other workers 
and to bargain collectively with his 
employer. New laws do not pretend 
to prevent labor disputes, nor do they 
cover all industry and all labor. But 
they do constitute an important step 
toward the achievements of just and 
peaceful labor relations in industry. 
This right of the federal government 
is well established. Every Presi- 
dent in this generation has_ been 
faced by the fact that when labor 
relations are strained to the break- 
ing point there remains but one high 
court of conciliation—the govern- 
ment of the United States. 


In like manner we have sought to 
foster human co-operation thin in- 
dustry itself. Through the institution 
of codes within industries we sought 
to establish a rule of constitutional 
government within industry in sub- 
stitution for the rule of tooth and 
claw. The experience thus gained by 
busienss in co-operative methods 
marks a permanent advance. I have 
talked with hundreds of businessmen 
and an overwhelming proportion of 
them tell me frankly that unless they 
can unite for the elimination of un- 
fair and destructive practices, naught 
but chaos and insecurity can be ex- 
pected. These principles, so widely ac- 
cepted under the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, still live and means 
for their application I trust can be 
found, 

We stand once more upon an eco- 
nomic plateau. We have, therefore, 
a right to look forward to the bright- 
er future while, at the same time, 
we remember the mistakes of the 
past. 

Simple facts speak so eloquently 
that explanation is unnecessary. 
From March, 1933, through June, 
1935. the following gains have. been 
recorded in the industrial and busi- 
ness life of America. Industrial pro- 
duction increased 45 per cent; fac- 
tory «employment 35 per cent; rural 
general store sales 104 per cent; au- 
tomobile sales 157 per cent; life in- 
surance written 41 per cent; elec- 
tric power production 18 per cent— 
this Jast being, incidentally, a high- 
er mark than in any other time in 
our history. 


“MALICE DOMESTIC, 
FIERCE FOREIGN WAR” 


Centuries ago the greatest writer 
in our history described the two 
most menacing clouds that hang overt 
human government and human 86: 
ciety as ‘‘malice, domestic and fierce 
foreign war.” We are not rid of 
these dangers but we can summon 
the intelligence to meet them, 

Never was there more genuine rea- 
son for Americans to face down these 
two. causes of fear. “Malice domes- 
tic’? from time to time will come to 
you in the shape of those who would 
raise false issues, pervert facts, 
preach the gospel of hate, and min- 
imize the importance of public ac- 
tion to secure htiman rights or spir- 
itual ideals, There are those today 
who would sow these seeds, but your 
answer to them is in the possession 
of the plain facts of our present con- 
dition. 

The second cloud—‘ foreign war’— 
is more real—a more potent danger 
at this moment to the future of civil- 
ization. It is not surprising that 
many of our citizeng feel a deep 
sense of apprehension lest some of 
the nations of the world repeat the 
folly of 20 years ago and drag 
civilization to a level from which 
world-wide recovery may be all but 
impossible. 

In the face of this apprehension 
the American people can have but 
one concern and speak but one senti- 
ment; despite what happens in con- 
tinents overseas, the United States 
of America shall and must remain, 
as long ago the father of our coun- 
try prayed that it might remain— 
unentangled and free, 


| PEACE DESIRE 
OF UNITED STATES 


This country seeks no conquest. 
We have no imperial designs. From 
day to day and year to year, we 
are establishing a more perfect as- 
surance of peacé with our neichbors. 
We’ rejoice especially in the pros- 
perity, the stability and the inde- 
pendence of all of the American re- 
publics. We not only earnestly de- 
sire peace, but we are moved by a 
stern determination to avoid those 
perils that will endanger our peace 
with the world. 

Our national determination to keep 

free of foreign wars and foreign en- 
tanglements cannot prevent us from 
feeling deep concern when ideals and 
principles that we have cherished 
are challenged. 
In the United States we regard 
it as axiomatie that every person 
shall enjoy tMe free exercise of his 
religion according. to the dictates of 
his conscience, Our flag for a century 
and a half has been the symbol of 
the principles of liberty of con- 
science, of religious freedom and 
equality before the law: and these 
concepts are deeply ingrained in our 
national character. 


FREEDOM OF PRINCIPLE 
AMERICAN HERITAGE 


It is true that other nations may, 
as they do, enforce contrary rules of 
conscience and conduct. It is true 
that policies that may be pursued un- 
der flags other than our own are be- 
yond our jurisdiction, Yet in our 
inner individual lives we can never 
be indifferent, and we assert for our- 
selves complete freedom to embrace, 
to profess and to observe the prin- 


ciples for which our flag has so long | 
As it was so |

well said by James Madison, “‘We 
hold it for a fundamental and in- 
alienable truth that religion and the 
manner of discharging it can be di- 
rected onlv by reason and conviction, 
not by force or violence.” 

As President of the United States,

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—(UP)—Suc- 
cessful treatment of more than 20 
cases of cancer, previously given up 
as hopeless, with the aid of a com- 
pletely new method, focussed the at- 
tention of scientists today upon. Dr. 
Henry C. Connell, of Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Kingston, Ont., Canada. 


Whether Dr. Connell has discovered 
the long-sought cure for cancer, only 
time, with further experiments in the 
laboratories and hospitals of the 
world, will tell. If he has, his’ name 
will go down in history with the great 
benefactors of the human race, 

At the moment, leading Canadian 
medical men are convinced he has 
made a significant contribution to the 
study of cancer which deserves the 
closest attention of the world of 
medicine. 

Today’s issue of the Canadian Medi- 
cal Association Journal, official pub- 
lication of Canadian medicine, con- 
tains a reliminary report by Dr. 
Connell, the record of 30 cases treat- 
ed, and an editorial expressing the 
Journal’s confidence in Dr. Connell's 
scientific abilities and emphasizing 
the importance of his work. 

What Dr. Connell has done, accord- 
ing to his report to the Journal, is to 
create a solution which dissolves 
away cancer tissue. In a number of 
the cases treated, the cancerous mass 
which was. hard, grew’ softer and 
smaller, 

The solution is injected into the pa- 
tient with a hypodermic needle. Dr. 
Connell calls it “ensol,” which is a 
contraction of the two words “enzyme 
solution.” Strangely enough, he man- 
ufactures the solution with the aid of 
a germ which is frequently the cause 
of diseases in mankind, being respon- 
sible for one type of the dreaded gas

HORTICULTURAL GROUP 
HEADED BY ATHENIAN 


Georgia Society Elects Offi- 
cers and Hears Talk on 
Tung Oil as Money Crop. 


J. B. Wight, of Cairo, Ga., yester- 
day told the Georgia Horticultural 
Society of potential development of 
the tung oil industry as a hundred- 
million-dollar 
south. ' 

As the society closed its fifty-ninth 
annual session it elected H. W. Har- 
vey, of Athens, its new president; 
Elmo Ragsdale, of Cornelia, vice pres- 
ident, and George Firor, of Athens, 
secretary-treasurer. Mrs. R, L. Coon- 
ey, Atlanta, was retiring president. 

Wight told of his experiments and 
money crop development of tung oil 
trees in south Georgia. While tung oil 
formerly was produced in China alone, 
the Chinese product is inferior because 
of crude extraction methods and with 
wide uses in paint, varnish and elec- 
trical industries, demand far exceeds 
supply, Wight said. ; 

Describing the limited soil and cli- 
mate territory in which tung oil may 
be grown profitably in the United 
States, Wight said a 150 to 200-mile 
strip from the Atlantic ocean to the 
Mississippi river along the latitude of 
south Georgia and north Florida has 
been found suitable. 

He said England, France and Italy 
are experimenting with tung trees In 
their colonies, Argentina is growing 
the product and he recently supplied 
16.000 pounds of seed nuts to the 
Black sea possessions of Russia. 

“The world must have tung oil for 
its industries,” Wight said. “The ter- 
ritory suitable to its production 1s 
limited. He is fortunate who grasps 
the full meaning of these conditions.

Nancy hit upon a new idea for 
‘gift towels. She had made the small 
| towels withthe word “hand” or “face” 


'or “dish” embroidered in running 
; Script. These had proven popular. 
iN she wondered why she couldn’t 
‘use the same idea in a set of towels 
of the week. 

| Joan was just starting French in 
her class at school and that gave Nan- 


-ey the idea. Why not embroider the 
names of the days of the week on the 
| towels and why not give the days 
their French name? 
| It was so long since she had been 
'in Paris that she thought it wise to 
'eheck her spelling with the French 
dictionary. 

Then 
she purchased some toweling.

She chose to make these towels 14 
by 24 inches when finished. The sides 
were finished with the smallest of 
hems kept in place by hand-stitching. 

The ends were finished in the same 
way. A narrow tape of the untwista- 
ble kind was attached at one corner. 

She might have hand-hemstitched a 
one-inch hem at the two ends, but she 
did not want ‘her recipients to think 
she was giving them something tod 
fine for everyday use.

Use fast color embroidery cotton. 
Six strands is not too heavy. 

Work the outline or fine chain 
stitch. Make the dot of solid French 
embroidery. ,

1935 TAX 
FOR STATE SHOW GAIN 


Nine-Month Period Increases 
Over Last Year by $1,864,- 
131, Wisdom Reports. 


At $20,828,944 Georgia's tax eol« 
lections for current budget operations 
through September exceeded collections 
in the same period last year by $1, 
864.131, official figures disclosed yes- 
terday. 

A tabulation made public by Tom 
Wisdom, state auditor, showed al- 
most as great a gain over last year's 
collections as was made in the first 
nine months of 1934 over the first 


‘pBine months of 1933. 


The most tax-productive source in 
the list was fuel oil, which yielded 
$11,587,065 during 1935 through Sep- 
tember; $10,442,684 during the same 
period, 1934, and $9,099,188 during 
the same part of 1933. 

There were only three other sub- 
of state levy which yielded 
more than $1,000,000 during the re- 
ported period this year. They wera 
income, $1,900,000 (an increase of 
$400,000); general property, $1.280.- 
715 (a decrease from $1,380,932 for 
the first nine months of 1934). and 
motor vehicle licenses, $1.196,726 (an 
increase from $1,145,382 in the re 
ported period last year.) 


Of the 18 taxes on which*’compari¢ 
sons were shown, only three decreaseg, 


‘from last year’s figures were records 


ed. These were general property, 
to $1,280,715: publie 
property, from $714,080 to 
$612,909. and poll tax from $141, 
O48 to S96.838. 

There was no sales tax income for 
the state this vear, while last year 
$9.000 wes collected during the nine- 
month period. On the other hand, the 
new beer tax has brought in $140, 
OO). 

Of the total collection, $6,614.534 
was allocated to the general fund ta 
pay fixed appropriations, and $14,¢4 
214,408 to special funds to pay allocate 
ed appropriations.

Transfers of $14,344,000, par value, 
compared with $10,426,000 the day 
before, and of this amount the turn- 
over in governments accounted for 
$3,460,000. 

Liquidation by both small and large 
“seale traders’ in preparation for 
whatever may happen in Europe, was 
the only factor outstanding in the 
day's movement. That there also was 
some foreign selling was indicated 
by the sharp declines in a number of 
issues that in the past have been trad- 
ing favorites of Europeans who inter- 
est themselves in American markets. 
Well-informed investement quarters 
doubted that there was any institution- 
al selling of consequence, except pos- 
sibly in the rail division, where finan- 
cial troubles have become acute in 
a number of cases in the past few 
days. 

Closing prices of active corporate 
issues, most of which were around 
the lows of the day, included Great 
Northern 5s, off 31-8 points at 945-8;

One peck green tomatoes, 12 large

Slice tomatoes thin, sprinkle one 
cup salt between the layers and let | 
stand two hours or overnight. Slice | 
onions and cover with boiling water | 
Press all liquid from both. Arrange | 
in alternate layers with pickling spices | 
between. Bring the vinegar and sugar | 
to the boiling point and pour over. 
Can be used as soon as cold.

. Pickled String Beans. 

Select tender beans, snip off the 
ends but leave whole. Soak overnight | 
in a brine to cover of 1-4 cup salt | 
to 1 quart water. Drain, rinse and | 
dry with a towel. Pack in sterilized 
jars with 1 teaspoon pickling spice for 
each jar. Fill with a boiling solution 
of 3 cups vinegar for each quart jar, 
with 1-2 cup brown sugar and a little 
horseradish root. Fill to overfléwing 
and seal at once.
